Street Pavements Again. 


A few days ago the Trmxs devot4 
some space to discussing the sysivms of 
paving in vogue in various cities, Euro- 
pean and American. While the subject 
umder discussion some suggestions 
may be in order. The kinds of pave- 
menis are too numerous to mention, 
but they are divisible into three general 
wood and asphaltum.

The foundation of solid concrete ought 
to be nearly the same for all sorts of 
street pavements. It should be a foot 
thick at least, and rendered as compact 
as possible before the surface of stone, 
wood or asphaltum is laid on, 
Gurability of any sort of pavement de-~ 
pends largely upon the foundation.

Stone pavements are of many kinds, 
in fact, almost as numerous as the 
kinds and shapes of stones. The 
ashler, the Belgian, the Guidet and the 
Bass represent different shaped granite 
blocks. Butthere is another granite 
pavement in pretty common ase, in 
which the stones are of irregular 
shapes, a straight edge being used to 
form the surface of the street, the frag- 
ments being all> set on edge sod as 
Glosely together as possible. The in- 
terstices, of course, are well tamped 
with dirt or grave}.

efeat, England; in the two greatest 
wars of wodern times, has owed to Ire- 
land’s generals, soldiers and men her 
victories. As heroes they rank with 
those of the Iliad; while as statesmen 
and men of letters, they have no peers. 
Asto England, ‘that pale and white- 
cliffed isle,’’ she bears aloft ber vic- 
tories ovér Time.
